Once again this semester AMA teachers are being 
taught as well as teaching. 

Maj. Savedge, head of the science department, and 
Col. Livick, assistant to the superintendent, are taking 
courses at the University of Virginia.

Armistice Day, or Veterans Day, is a different 
experience at Augusta. It is the day to honor, 
with ceremony and tradition, AMA cadets who 
died fighting for their country from the mud of 
France to the jungles of Viet Nam. Tradition 
has every cadet passing through the arch salute 
the wreath-bedecked commemorative plaques. 

At 10:45 a.m., the corps will begin to form on 
the blacktop in preparation for the 11:00 serv- 
ice. An honor guard of cadets will form in four 
lines at right angles to the arch. The invoca- 
tion by Rev. Louis Zbinden will be followed by 
the roll call of the honored dead. As Col. S. S. 
Wales, Commandant of Cadets, reads the name 
of each cadet, one member of the honor guard 
will step forward, salute, and answer, “Died on 
the field of honor, Sir.” 

After a brief address by a speaker to be an- 
nounced at a later date, the corps will be called 
to attention and the band will play “Sweet Bye 
and Bye.” With the corps at present arms, the 
buglers will play triple taps. 

The main event of the day is the Harrisonburg 
parade, the only town parade in which the en- 
tire corps participates. Beginning at 12:30, bus- 
ses will begin shuttling cadets to Madison Col- 
lege lawn for the 2:30 parade. eau, 

At the end of the parade route, the band wil! 
give a concert on the Harrisonburg Courthouse 
steps. 

Town leave for the entire corps will be given 
until 10 p.m., during which each boy will receiv® 
a free meal at one of Harrisonburg’s restaurants 
The band will attend the movie at half-price. 

Taps will sound on a tired barracks at 10:30.

RECALL 1964 WINS HONORS; 
ALL - AMERICAN, At; MEDALIST 


“This award is coveted by yearbook staffs and advisors across 
the nation, and you may be justly proud of your accomplishments.” 

This compliment by Edmond Kildow, director of the yearbook 
contest sponsored by the National Scholastic Press Association, was 
one of many as the 1964 Recall again walked away with top honors 
in every contest in which it entered: A+, All-American, Medalist. 

In competition with yearbooks from public, private, and paroch- 
ial schools of the same enrollment, the Recall, edited by Henry 
Nicol and Randy Hoilman, earned the highest rating in the NSPA 
contest, All-American. 

Augusta’s yearbook was put to the test in another contest spon- 
sored by the National School Yearbook Association. In this com- 
petition were yearbooks from private and parochial schools only. 
Here the Recall earned an A+ rating and the comment that ac- 
companied the award stated that the book was “lively, informative, 
and interesting — one that reflects credit on your school and on 
your staff. It is an outstanding book.” 

The person who helps create such an outstanding book would 
naturally be in demand. Major Savedge started his tours this sum- 
mer by teaching and learning at Catholic University in Washington, 
D. C. in courses dealing with yearbooks. 

During the summer he graded yearbooks of other schools for 
contests in which he was one of the judges. October 3 Major 
Savedge headed for American University, giving lectures on pho- 
tography and layout. A week later he went to New York and Co- 
lumbia University, this time for lectures on headlines, captions, and 
copy. It was here that the Recall captured Medalist Award, the 
highest award given by Columbia Scholastic Press Association,

Since 1922, Augusta’s Honor Committee has been the group of 
students elected by the faculty which enforces the honor system. In 
a corps of 500 cadets, honor is a necessary ingredient, yet there are 
those who find it inadvantageous to uphold it. 

Three offenses receive trials: stealing, lying, and cheating. A 
trial is much the same as a court room hearing. The accused. the 
accuser, a member of the faculty, and the Committee sit together 
and listen to all of the evidence. All then leave except the commit- 
tee and the faculty member. A verdict of guilty or not guilty is 
reached, and the Honor Committee decides the penalty. If the ver- 
dict is guilty, it forwards its recommendation to the superintendent’s 
advisory board.

I feel now that when 
I leave this school I will be taking part of it with me and leaving 
part of me behind. 

When I do leave, every ounce of sweat and tears that I have put 
in will be refunded in some ways, benefits such as wisdom and 
strength, things that can never be attained from anywhere except 
AMA. 

All that I am or ever hope to be is mainly because of Augusta. 
All of my sweat, tears, loneliness, heartaches, and happiness have 
been molded together into one character and returned to me to push 
me on and says, “Sure you can do it.”
